Lauder keeps retinol under wraps 

Following its December 1997 debut in the US, Estee Lauder is rolling 
out Diminish Anti-Wrinkle Retinol Treatment. Described as a 
breakthrough formula that delivers retinol, a pure form of vitamin 
A, in an entirely new way. Diminish is said to provide all the 
benefits of retinol technology without aay of the undesirable 
effects that may occur with conventional retinol products. This 
"skin friendly" emulsion is said to treat and correct the appearance 
of deep lines and wrinkles and is very effective in reducing age/sun 
spots and discolourations . According to Lauder, Diminish provides a 
sustained delivery of retinol in the skin for more than 12 hours; 
this is achieved through the combination of three technologies. 
Firstly, retinol is encapsulated in thala-spheres 
(microscopic 

spheres), Lauder's unique delivery system which utilises natural 
collagen to insulate the retinol from the rest of the formula so 
that it remains pure, stable and effective. The second technology is 
the development of bio-compatible emulsion s in the base which will 
not disturb the barrier properties of the stratum corneum, thereby 
regulating the penetration of retinol in the skin. Thirdly, the 
barrier function is strengthened by the use of ceramides, 
cholesterol and linoleic acid. Other active ingredients include whey 
protein, vitamins C and E, green tea, caffeine and sea whip extract. 
In addition to the formula technology Diminishes custom air-tight 
pumpable package also helps stabilise the retinol, shielding it from 
exposure to oxygen, light and other outside elements that can affect 
its purity and stability. Diminish should be used at night and it is 
recommended that a product with SPF15 be applied during the day 
time .

- The diseases of cerebral hemorrhage, cerebral thrombosis, cerebral 
infarction, cardiac insufficiency and myocardial infarction are related to 
thrombus formation due to deterioration of the adenoid system. In -this 
invention, attention is paid to the fact that the fibrinolysin which 
dissolves fibrin constituting thrombus is produced when prof ibrinolysin 
activator produced from endothelcells of blood vessel acts as 

prof ibrinolysin, and it is found that when vitamin A or its ester is used 
with vitamin C, a great amt. of prof ibrinolysin activator is discharged from 
endothelcells of blood vessel due to synergistic effect between both the 
vitamins. Ester produced with saturated 12-18C fatty acid is preferable as 
ester of vitamin A. The drugs for prevention and treatment of thrombosis 
prepared according to this invention can be administered orally or 
parenterally by combining vitamin A or ite ester and vitamin C only or using 
medically approxed carrier.

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TI - COMPOSITION FOR PREVENTING AND TREATING THROMBOSIS 

AB - PURPOSE: The titled composition, containing vitamin A and vitamin C as an 
active constituent, capable of stimulating hemangioendothelial cells to 
produce plasminogen activating substance, releasing the above-mentioned 
substance the outside of cells to activate the fibrinolytic system without 
fear of antigenicity and useful for preventing thrombosis. 

- CONSTITUTION: A composition containing vitamin A or an ester thereof and 
vitamin C as an active constituent. Exan^les of the vitamin A ester include 
acetate, laurate, palmitate or stearate, etc., but an ester with a 12-18C 
saturated fatty acid is preferred. In use, the above-mentioned coirpound of 
the active constituent is individually or incorporated with a 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier and administered as an oral or 
parenteral pharmaceutical- The dose thereof is 10, 000-100, OOOIU/day 
expressed in terms of vitamin A and 50-1,000 mg/day expressed in terms of 
vitamin C for adults. 
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
